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MISSING TOT FOUND AFTER DESERT SEARCH 


The story of 2 1/2-year-old Virginia Gardner had a 


happy ending this morning. 
She was found uninjured under the porch of a 
house at 380 Saturnino Road, where she had spent the 


evening and early morning hours. 
The area was one of the last to be checked at 
2 a.m. today before the search by more than 100 police 
officers, Reserves. Mounted Police and volunteers, wa* 
called off until daybreak. 
She was found just as Police Chief August G. Kett- 
mann and Sgt. Dale Thompson, who directed the hunt, 
prepared a house-to-house search of*the entire Section 
14 area where she was last seen. 


Crying of the girl waa heard by Gloria and Jose­ 
phine Garnica, daughter» of Jess Gamica, 284 Sa­ 
turnino, and Dennis Nelson. The girls called the*r fath­ 
er who went to the porch and dug away the dirt which 
blocked Virginia’s path to daylight. The dirt had pro­ 
tected her from the strong winds earlier this morning. 
A teen-age youth, Robert Ayala, reported he had 
heard the cries earlier this morning, about 9 a.m., 
but attributed it to the wind. 
As the digging was going on, the little girl cried 
for her mother and dog. The dog had been with her 
when she left the home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bill Gardner, 670 Ramon Road, about 4:30 p.m., yester­ 
day. It later returned home alone. 


Taken to Desert Hospital, the girl was joined soon 
by her father, who was searching for her in. the open 
desert area. 
Her mother is in a state of shock and 
near collapse. 
The combing of the desert, started after the initial 
report about 5:15 p.m., continued until 2 a.m., when a 
crew of officers took over the task of following a set 
of footprints, possibly left by the girl. With Sgt. 
Thompson in charge, the eight men tracked the prints 
for more than,two hours, and then called the reserves 
back in to again take on the job of checking and re­ 
checking the desert and bornes neighboring the Gard­ 
ner home.

The Mounted Police brought in their emergency 


equipment, and volunteer women made hot coffee and 
sándwiches for the men. 
Rescue workers twice moved their central head­ 
quarters. The central control was set up yesterday 
afternoon at McCallum Way by the Stables, and by 
10 p.m. It had been moved to a position on Ramon 
Road a few hundred yards from the home of the par­ 
ents. Early this morning the wind and dust storm 
drove the rescuers to a position on Ramon Road and 
Palm Canyon Drive, and within a couple of hours they 
had returned to the location at the Masonic Temple. 
Volunteers reported to Chief Kettmann, in jeeps, 
cars, bicycles, motorcycles, and on horseback, and 
each was assigned to an area of search.

O f Nuclear Weapons 


WASHINGTON I» — President 
Eisenhower today proposed to So­ 
viet Premier Nikolai Bulganin a 
ban on future production of nuclear 
weapons. 
The President said In a new 
letter to Bulganin that the United 
State* is prepared, under certain 
conditions, to work out safeguards 
“so that future production of fis- 
aionable materials anywhere In the 
world would no longer be used to 
Increase the stockpiles of explo­ 
sive weapons.” 
Mr. f onhower aaid that .tuts 
step, combined with his atoms for 
peace program, “would reverse 
the present trend toward a con­ 
stant increase in nuclear weapons 
overhanging the world.” 
- 
“MY ULTIMATE hope Is that 
all production of Fissionable ma­ 
terials anywhere In the world will 
be devoted exclusively to peace­ 
ful 
purposes," Mr. 
Eisenhower 
said. 
This was the main feature of 
Mr. Eisenhower's letter inviting 
Bulganin to consider new East- 
West disarmament steps stressing 
control of the "nuclear threat" to 
the world. 
Mr. Eisenhower alsoi 
Again rejected Bulganin's pre­ 
vious offer of a 20-year American- 
Soviet friendship pact. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower did not refer to the pro­ 
posal directly. But he said his 
previous view remains "general­ 
ly” as it was In January. He said, 
however, that he will continue to 
study the problem to see if any 
“useiul new steps” can be taken. 
INSISTED THAT adopiion of his 
"open skies” aerial inspection pro­ 
posal. combined with ground in­ 
spection .‘earns, would “lead to a 
reduction of armamenta, the lea- 
sening of tensions, and the bright­ 
ening of the prospecta of a dur­ 
able peace." 
Proposed that arms limitations 
be sought primarily, though not 
exclusively, in terms of controls 
on "armamenta rather than on 
men.” 
The President said Initial action 
towards agrément* could b* tak­ 
en at Hie forthcoming five-power 
disarmament meeting In London 
But ho sold these steps toward 
disarmament would take a long 
time to work out with other na­ 
tions aa well. 
MILITARY STRENGTH 
In th* meantime, th* President 
said, the United States and Russia 
would hav* very extensive mili­ 
tary strength, including stocks of 
nuclear weapons.

Repairs Begin on Heavy Toll 
of Roofs, Windows, Trailers 


Clean-up work began today after 
preliminary emergency repair was 
completed in the wake of the 60- 
mile an hour wind which sent 
said filled gusts in a cycle of 
devastation, starting at 5:30 a.m., 
and continuing today in a lesser 
degree. No injuries were treated 
at Desert Hospital. 
The path of the gale apparently 
followed Highway 111 south Into 
town along Palm Canyon Drive, 
swept 'past into Tahquitz Canyon, 
and 
circled 
east over 
Sahara 
Trailer Park and across the des­ 
ert. causing little damage to the 
country club areas toward Indio. 
Highway 99 was Inundated from 
the 
weighing 
scales 
near 
the 
Highways 99-111 junctlor, to In­ 
dio. Heavy truck traffic was rout­ 
ed through the Villag*. 
Store windows, and windows th 
private 
homes 
were 
reported 
blown out in vast number. At least 
three cases ot roofs being tors off 
houses 
and 
carrjed 
away are 
known. 


ONE ROOF, apparently loosen­ 
ed by the heavier surge during the 
early hours, was ripped off by a 
gust at Indian Avenue near the 
Plaza and crashed Into a car 
shortly before noon. 
Homes in the southern area of 
the Village, apparently catching 
the tail of the Tahquitz Canyon 
gusts. lost fences and pieces of 
roof-eaves. Three instances of ma­ 
jor damage were reported. . 
About 1# store windows down­ 
town were burst. The displays 
were cleared and glass swept 
away before noon. Glaziers start­ 
ed replacing some of th* panes 
late in the morning. 


SMALL TRAILERS at Pavny's 
on South Palm Canyon Drive near 
Mesquite Drive were overturned 
m hunches and two new large 
trailers, of the type used for year- 
round living, were among the ov­ 
erturned and damaged group. 
Sahara Trailer Park stood up 
well under the onslaught. Two 
large trailers were overturned, 
numerous small trailers were mov­ 
ed from their placings, some dam­ 
aged slightly when they crashed 
into others. 
About $5,000 damage to Califor­ 
nia Electric power poles and Unes 
was caused before 7 a.m. Power 
was off twice when the two lines 
leading to the Village from Gar­ 
net station were severed. 


The double lines were switched 
so that one line, least damaged, 
could carry the entire load after 
its repair, and power returned to 
Palm Springs about 8:30. 


SIX CREWS, about 50 men, 
worked at the repair job. They 
included two Riverside construc­ 
tion crews. 
Telephone service never halted. 
Long distance toll poles 
were 
snapped north of the Village, but 
the wire* were not severed. 
As with the electric power com­ 
pany. a dozen poles snapped. Sev­ 
en crews, including two crews 
from the Bell system, worked on 
damage repair. According to Bill 
Nash, local manager, damage was 
not great.

THE BAMAGE Was freakish in 
some cases. A carport roof in the 
M6squffe section went through a 
parked station wagon, and on* 
roof flow off to ton through an­ 
other.

POSSIBILITY

being robbed of about 
*500,000 in sales tax this year will 
be elim inate^ by city action fol­ 
lowing the Banning meting. 
Palm 
Springs could 
lose the 
revenue If they did not pass pre­ 
ventative 
m easures 
protecting 
themselves against future county 
action. 
The county could contract with 
the state to collect four percent, 
and would get a one per cent 
refund at the end of each quar­ 
ter. 
That 
would 
include 
Palm 
Spring's *500.000 
SOME COUNTIES have entered 
contractual agreements with the 
state, and cities have passed or­ 
dinances requiring that the coun­ 
ties return their percentage of the 
one per cent return to them. Some

Leading Insurance Salesman • 


is Still Selling at Age of 83

Perez Huff, who is vacationing 
with his wife at El Mirador Hotel 
for the Winter, was driven out of 
Florida by the 1899 freeze and ec­ 
onomic bust, into New York and 
36 years of leadership as an in­ 
surance writer. 
Huff, whose affiliations include 
senior partnership in Huff, Dreyer 
and Company, 
New York, 
and 
resident 
vice-president, 
Charles, 
Ryan and Rivers, Los Angeles, has 
probably written more insurance 
than any m an alive. 
He is still selling, at 83 years of 
age. 
Huff loves to sell insurance. T hat 
is the key to his financial success. 
He said this week that his relig­ 
ion is life insurance, not a search 
for commission. There was an in­ 
stance 
concerning 
movie m ag­ 
nate William Fox. 
Fox asked for a quarter of a 
million dollar policy, telling Huff 
he had a certain thing in mind. 
Huff brought Fox the policy, and 
then asked him to look at an al­ 
ternate policy, considering a re­ 
cent death in the Fox family, 
iljr. 
Fox skeptically asked about the 
difference 
in 
commission. 
Huff 
said he didn't know, but found that 
he stood to lose more than *400 
on the alternate. 
. 
Fox signed the alternate, Huff 
took the *428 loss, and to date has 
sold Fox six and a half million 
dollars worth, on the basis of con­ 
fidence Inspired by searching for 
the policy most beneficial to the 
buyer, not commission for himself. 
Huff started working as a clerk 
in a Florida insurance office when 
he was 16, and left after the bust 
five years later., 
After four years he approached 
a small firm , asked to m eet the 
head man on a hunch, and went 
into partnership with him. 
In a short tim e he Jumped from 
a try-out category to senior part­ 
ner, and then after 11 years, bought 
out the broker, at the broker's in- 
sistance, and developed Huff, Drey­ 
er and Company. 
He said his success was a com­ 
bination 
of 
luck 
and 
common 
sense. He was a production man. 
and his partner was an excellent 
detail man. They fit. 
He becam e associated with Ti av- 
ellers. and introduced a program 
for selling life insurance in a more 
profitable way. 
He showed that where one man 
with that company had not sold 
$1.000,000 worth a year, he could 
sell that m uch a month, and did. 


HE PROVED THAT sub-stand 
ard policies are more profitable. 
A man willing to pay extra because 
he is not in perfect health and a 
greater risk, wiil take the accept­ 
ance of a policy as an obligation. 
This year Huff forsook his usual 
Winter trip to Europe when a doc­ 
to! told him he should bring his 
wife to the Village to overcome her 
arthritis. Since all other cure at­ 


tem pts had failed, he did. 
But because he is in a resort 
for the Winter dqesn'rimean he has 
given up his desire to sell in­ 
surance. He still considers it his 
religion, still believes writi.ig in­ 
surance is the best way in the 
world to serve his fellow man, and 
that money is the natural out­ 
growth of that work. 
He has no plans for retirem ent, 
nor has he plans to stop his love 
of life and his' smiling. Those will 
all be stopped at the same time. 
Not now. Because another af­ 
filiation, Bankers National Life In­ 
surance Company has built a huge 
new office in New Jersey, and 
they’ll need the help of Perez Aiff.

Dale Carnegie once said; “One of the 
m ost tragic things I know about human 
nature is that all of us tend to put off 
living. We are all dream ing of some mag­ 
ical rose garden over the horizon — in­ 
stead of enjoying the roses th a t are 
bloom ing outside our window today.” 
The advice given Dr. Loomis is being 
heeded by a great m any more people in 
recent years. Nervous breakdowns and

No one 
suggests barring trucks from streets or 
highways, or overtaxing them 


Just the same, a few truck lines do­ 
ing good business can fill up an inter­ 
city road — the stfme trucks day after 
day, shuttling back and forth, obstruct­ 
ing the cars of many. 


So what have we before congressmen 
whose ears are the targets of the truck 
lobby? We have a highway tax bill which 
says six bits of each dollar cost is to be 
assessed to motorists, two bits to trucks.

PSYCHOSOMATIC ILLNESS 


Psychosomatic illness is a sit­ 
uation in which the patient's 
subjective or mental discomforts 
are referrable to his physical 
. self, although they are of psychic 
s.igin.t 
The ' psychosomatic 
response 
occurs normally in the form of 
a 
facial blush on em barrass­ 
ment, a rapid heart on excite­ 
ment,. and 
of 
course 
many 
others, but this is not disease. 
However, when the physical 
sensation's association with the 
response 
to 
Emotions 
causes 
complaint or results in 
func­ 
tional change, then there is psy­ 
chosomatic illness. 


IT IS RATHER common that 
when an emotional situation cre­ 
ates a somatic response, with 
appropriate physical discomfort, 
that this discomfort leads to 
further emotion which adds to 
the physical disturbance and to 
an alteration from normal func­ 
tion. and may establish a vicious 
circle. The successful handling 
of these complaints involves the 
institution of measures that will 
interrupt their continuity. 
Why 
does 
a 
psychosomatic 
patient go to the doctor? 
Not 
because he is sick, but because 
he 
has 
become 
introspective, 
has 
noted 
certain 
discomforts 
which are repeating themselves, 
and he (cars impending illness. 
The palient may be correct 
in his complaint and a physical 
discomfort may indicate organic 
disease. 
If 
such 
disease 
is 
found, it can be treated. But 
the psychosomatic pattern does 
not reveal such organic change 
and after careful investigation, 
m akes necessary the reduction 
of the mental process involved 
in the misinterpretation of his 
sensations. 


FREQUENTLY, 
the 
patient 
with psychosomatic illness may 
describe a disease rather than 
s sensation. He may say, "my 
food doesn't digest," instead of 
of " I have pain in my stomach 
after meals.” He is thus thinking 
of 
a disease 
condition 
rather 
than the discomfort he is suf­ 
fering. 


If thp patient fears that ■ his 
discomforts are of grave con­ 
sequence, he may get this idea 
at times from some cult advisors 
who taking a set of symptoms, 
m ay try to build a serious mean­ 
ing from them. Also, the tre­ 
mendous publicity which is cur­ 
rently in vogue in the campaigns 
to eradicate such diseases as 
cancer, 
polio, 
diabetes, 
heart 
disease, tuberculosis, and multi­ 
ple sclerosis gives some people 
fixed ideas in the symptoms de­ 
scribing their occurrence. 
Thus many symptoms of psy­ 
chic origin are referred to spe­ 
cific portions of the body with 
a fear complex of one of these 
diseases. 
It is most important 
for the public to realize that a 
complete physical examination 
after the taking of a history and 
some laboratory,tests should be 
a 
semi-annual or annual pro­ 
cedure. 
This 
complete 
examination 
m ust, of course, be the first 
m a tter'o f concern in the pres­ 
ence of psychosomatic illness, to 
m ake certain that no underlying 
organic disease is present.

Ike Cracks Down on Chiefs

W A S H I N G T O N — Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
is 
cracking 
down on the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
for opposing his military budget. 
He 
has 
personally 
directed 
them to stop doing that. 
This exception step was taken 
at a White House meeting held 
expressly for that purpose 
The President summoned the 
three 
m ilitary 
leaders 
before 
him, and after voicing sharp dis­ 
approval of their criticism of his 
budget in testimony before con­ 
gressional committees, he stern­ 
ly enjoined them to henceforth 
support his policies. 
This extraordinary crackdown 
occurred after the President read 
a sum m ary, prepared particular­ 
ly for him. of what the heads of 
the three arm ed services have 
told Congress. 
This report shows that each 
of them, in private appearances 
before the Senate and House 
Armed 
Services 
Committees, 
has been critical of their budgets. 
The Chiefs of Staff have been 
restrained and circumspect in 
their comments, but at the same 
tim e have left no doubt of their 
disapproval of the funds pro­ 
posed for their services. 
Air General Nathan Twining 
has been the most outspoken uf 
the group. 
The combined impact of these 
backstage 
challenges 
has 
had 
far-reaching effect in Congress. 
They 
are 
directly 
responsible 
for: 
(1) The announcement of Sen­ 
ator 
Richard 
Russell 
(D-Ga>, 
chairm an of the Armed Services 
Committee, that he will demand 
a $1.500,000,000 increase in the 
Air Force's budget; (2) his ap­ 
pointment of a special subcom­ 
m ittee, beaded by Senator Stuart 


Symington 
(D-Mo.i, 
long-time 
critic of Administration defense 
policies, to investigate the con­ 
troversial guidbd missiles pro­ 
gram; <3) the unannounced plan 
of Representative Clarence Can­ 
non (D-Mo), chairman of the 
House 
Appropriations 
Commit­ 
tee. to support Russell s proposed 
budget raise. 
These explosive developments 
are causing much concern to the 
President and his principal de­ 
fense and financial lieutenants— 
Secretaries 'Charles Wilson and 
George Humphrey. 
The latter is warning that an 
increase 
in 
the 
$35.600.000.000 
military 
budget 
recommended 
by the President would grually 
reduce the likelihood of balanc­ 
ing the budget in the fiscal year 
starting July L 
Humphrey has 
estimated a orobable $230.000.1X10 
budget surplas by Jdhe 30, the 
close of the current fiscal year. 
Admiral Arthur Radford, chair­ 
man of'th e Joint Chiefs, is the 
only one of this (op m ilitary 
group who has fully supported 
the President's budget in testi­ 
fying before congressional com- 
mittces. 
The President's unusual m eet­ 
ing with the Joint Chiefs was 
bis 
first 
since 
last 
Summer, 
shortly before he went to Den­ 
ver for a vacation that ended 
with his heart attack. Since re­ 
turning to Washington, he has 
conferred with them individually 
but not as a group. 
General Twining is the only one 
left of the three service Chiefs 
originally named by the Presi­ 
dent.

First Real Estate School

There is something about each 
of us that resists being told what 
to do. This is particularly true if 
we are told to do something we 
Were going to do anyway. 
11 remember once trying to help 
Í 
five-year old boy learn 
The 
rd's Prayer when he took the 
initiative. 
I'U tell you what let's do,’’ he 
«aid. "If there is anything I hate, 
It is to have someone tell me some­ 
thing I already know. So let me 
start. If J have to stop hut think 
I know what comes next I'll cluck 
like this and you must wait. (Here 
hs clucked apprppriately.) 
"But,” said he, “if I am really 
«tuck and need help I'll make a 
sound like this." (Here he opened 
his mouth and gave out. in higher 
pitch, a noise that sounded like 
"clock.” ) 


THF. DIRECTIONS were clear 
and The lord's Prayer was then 
rtnendered 
in 
all 
seriousness, 
punctuated 
with 
“clucks” 
and 
"clocks” until, at last both cluck­ 
ing and clocking were no longpr 
needed. 
Comical as the episode seemed at 
the time, it pointed up a common 
fault of adults. We irritate child­ 
ren 
by 
overcorrectiveness, 
by 
over-talkativeness, by dwelling up­ 
on the obvious and by stealing their 
thunder at times for the sako of 
trivial corrections. 
If we agree that perhaps we can 
"tone down” our irritating ways 
in dealing with children, giving 
them their heads where obviously 
they can be depended upon, there 
are a fiumber of ways to take off 
the sharp edges of correctiveness. 
In many situations young people 
know what they are expected to 
do yet they do not do it. Why? 
Perhaps because they expect to 
be told and so they just wait for 
the cue before acting. 


THE 
ADl'LT 
BEHAVES 
as 
though a vocal command is need­ 
ed. The recess bell rings in school 
and the teacher says, "It's time 
for recess.” just as though the 
children did not know! She could 
have permitted them to respond 
to the bell, while remaining, how­ 
ever. as much in command of the 
situation as though she had told 
therp to do the obvious. 
Relieved of tiresome directions 
and annoying words, many a "show 
off” might behave with less retal­ 
iation against the teacher and the 
school The parent in the home is 


likewise tempted to say the ob­ 
vious, to over-talk, to ovcr-correct 
if only from tension and fatigue. 
Perhaps a little thought about all 
this will make it easier "to take 
it easy.” 
In the routine of every day 
there are many occasions in which 
the implication of the situation is 
clear to the child. He knows what 
is indicated. Let him act. Com­ 
mend him. Do not preach. Expect 
him to come through. 
When a reminder is in order, all 
that may be needed is to ask,

habits of children are under scu- 
tiny here in an eight-m onth ex­ 
perim ent with 450 fifth graders as 
test cases. 


The goal is to prove the truth 
or falsehood of the frequent cry 
that, "kids don't read any m ore.”

wanted to know why.

The response from 
fifth graders in the three Lower 
East Side public schools chosen 
for the experim ent has astonished 
their teachers. 


They all read the required four 
hooks and w rote reports to win 
the first certificate and m erit but­ 
ton in the L ibrary of A m erica, 
which sponsors the reading pro-

them .”

during the 
swing. 
I explained that most of 
the 
tight spots or kinks that a player 
becomes aware of during his swing 
seldom if ever originate after the 
action is started. 
Invariably the 
offending muscles or joints 
are 
tight or lined up to be tight as you 
take your starting position or make 
the preliminary moves such as the 
waggle. 
By recognizing^ at the 
beginning you can eliminate them 
before they wreck your swing 
It 1s just as true that when start­ 
ing free and easy thefe is little or 
no chance of locking during your 
swing IF you keep your chin point­ 
ed properly.
